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FORCED HEADS OF CHICORY. 

It is only on the Continent one can appreciate the delicate 
piquancy attached to salads, as they seem to understand them better 
than we do here. Chicory is a leading ingredient in French salads, 
and the plant is so easily cultivated that it should be more popular here. 
The seed is sown in late spring, in a sheltered position on a nice soil, 
very similar to Carrots, the plants thinned out to about 9 inches apart, 
and left to grow on until the end of the summer, when the growth will 
die down, leaving a root somewhat like a Parsnip. These are taken 
into a shed and kept in a heap of soil away from frost, and transferred 
to a hothouse when needed to produce their blanched heads during 
winter.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS. 

Mustard and Cress.— Two of the most popular salad plants in cultivation, being in season all the 
year round. They are both cultivated in a similar manner. 

Cultivation.— \he boxes of good fine soil, make the surface flat, and sow the seed rather thickly over the 
top, just pressing it in to the surface, but without using any covering material. After sowing, water it well. 
Place the box in moist heat, and cover with boards or thick paper until the seed germinates. ^ U.se shallow boxes 
half filled with soil. Frequent succcssional sowings should be made all the year round. Good results may be 
obtained out of doors in the summer by preparing beds of fine soil in the same way as recommended for 
boxes, and covering the seed when sown with boards or mats until it germinates.

— Early round Peas maybe sown out of doors anytime from November onwards, but the spring is 
generally the season when the largest quantities of both Early and Main Crop Marrow Petis are put in, extending to June for the latest 
crops.

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SEED POTATOES. 

THE ADVANTAGES OF PLANTING A RELIABLE CHANGE. 

It is gfenerally admitted that one of the most fruitful elements of the potato disease 
is supplied by a repeated growth year after year of the same stock of potatoes on the same land. 

Another dangler frequently recurring is the gradual undermining of the eonstitution 
of the potato by injudicious selection, alternately resulting in a weakly impoverished stock 
that too readily suceumbs to the earliest attacks of the potato murrain. 

Too much importance cannot be attached to this subject, and a change of seed is 
positively essential if a thoroughly reliable and superior crop is expected. 

Our stocks have been grown and selected with the utmost vigilance, and under 
normal conditions of soil and situation will produce first-class crops. 

Our crops are especially grown for seed purposes, that is to say, they are not over-fed 
for the sake of producing enormous tubers. They are kept true to name and description, and 
are not lifted until thoroughly ripe. 

We gro to this trouble and expense with a view to make our potatoes as disease- 
resisting as the season will permit. 

We g’row potatoes in Eng’land and Scotland, on the chalk in Kent, on the 
sand in Bedfordshire, on the rich warp-lands in Lincolnshire, so that we possess the advantages 
of su[>plying a distinct change of seed to every customer. 

We do not list several of the rank-growing new varieties which need too much space 
in ordinary gardens, neither do we catalogue others in which we can find no merits. 

One of the constantly recurring questions put to us by our customers each year, is, 
“which may be considered the best varieties of potatoes for First Early, Mid-Season, and 
Main Crop, respectively ? ” To answer this, it would be necessary to be acquainted with the 
characteristics of the soil in every garden and the tastes of every grower. Some potatoes take 
more kindly to a p.articular soil than others, but those who have tried several of our 
well-known varieties have proved which potato suits their soil and culinary requirements, and 
acting on the axiom of “ find a friend to keep a friend, ” continue to grow the same variety 
year after year. 

This practice is a good one providing that a constant change of seed tubers is 
maintained, though it tends to increase the list of popular varieties from the number of which 
it is difficult to make a selection of the best. 

hfany years of close observation, however, of potato culture under varying soil and 
climatic conditions, together with the results of our own trials at Bromley, Forest Hill, 
Mortlake (which this year amount to no less than 272 plots, also 120 seedlings), have 
enabled us to mention the three undermentioned varieties as the best and most suitable for 
general purposes.

One bushel of seeds weighs 25 pounds. The 
ground should be divided into squares of 4 yards 
each way. or 16 square yards {see Diap-am), and the 
seed required for that area should nut be less than 
I pound, which is at the rate of I bushel of 25 pounds 
to an area of 20 yards each way, or 400 square yards. 



For renovating purposes, from 4 to 12 lbs. would 
be required, according 10 the state of the existing turf for 
the above area 20 yards square or 400 square yards.

The whole group may be described as half-hardv annuals, the seeds being best sown 
under glass in early spring, and the seedlings pricked out into boxes or in frames for planting 
out or potting as the occasion requires, when they are ready about June. 

The Aster in its various tall and dwarf forms makes a grand Bedding Plant, as its fullest 
beauty appears when the ordinary summer flowers are beginning to look rusty. The blooms 
nre freely produced and last long, and arc effective until spoilt by the frosts of autumn. The 
magnificent Ray varieties, see page 145; White Plume, see page 14S ; Victoria, see page 146, 
4tnd the fashionable Single Comet types oii page 147, together with the Comet and Chry.santhemum- 
flowered types described below, should be largely grown in every garden.

Culture of Schizanthus in 
Baskets. — Seed should be .sown in 
July, August, or September In well-drainctl 
boxes or pans in a compost of three pans 
^andy loam, one part leaf soil, one*sixtli 
part silver sand, all run through a i-inch 
sieve. I'he boxes should then be filled with 
the mixture to within J-inch of the top and 
given a good watering in pieparation for the 
seed, which should be sown evenly and covered 
with sufficient .soil to bury the seed. Then 
place the boxes in a cold frame or greenhouse, 
covering them with paper to keep the light 
from them until the seedling.s appear, when 
the shading may be removed. Bright sun* 
light must be avoided at this stage. When 
the seedlings are ready to pot, they should be 
placed singly in thumb pots, well drained, and 
returned to the frame or greenhouse close to 
the glass ; water .should not be given for a day 
or two if the soil is In a moist condition, but a 
light syringing is beneficial on bright days. 
When the plants are two inches high, take out 
the points to encourage lateral growth and as 
this advances place neat little stakes to the 
plants. When ilie pots are full of roots they 
.should be transferred into 48’s or so's and 
returned to the greenhouse for the winter. 
Plenty of air must be given at all times, and 
the temperature should be 50® by day ami 45® 
at night. About the end of February the 
plants will be ready for baskets, the number of 
plants depend on the size of the ba.sket, i2*in., 
i5*in., i8*in. are the most suit.able sizes of 
baskets, a 12-in. will tn-ke six plants, five round 
and one in the centre, and the other sizes in 
proportion ; the baskets should he well-lined 
with moss and filled with a compost of three 
parts fibrous loam, one part well-rotted manure 
and silver sand, with a little dusting of bone 
meal. They should now be suspended below 
a greenhouse roof and allowed to grow freely, 
fastening the growth to the baskets until they 
are covered, the tips can be pinched for a 
little lime to make them uniform ; at this 
stage a little .artificial manure will le bene- 
ficial until the plants show flower, when it can 
be discontinuctl and only clear water applied.

The Wallflower is a very old friend in English gardens, hut is not grown to the extent it deserves. Now 
that so many improved forms and bright colours are available, it should be found a place where any collections 
of spring-flowering plants are brought together. For ciuite two months, April and May, it adds its best charms, 
and makes beds and borders quite cheery by its presence and fragrance. The spindly straggling plants too 
commonly met with are only a mere apology lor the effects well-cultivated examples, such as plants from 
the following highly selected strains, are capable of achieving. The double varieties, although very pretty when 
well grown, do not always come up to the high standard anticipated, and only occasionally give that real 
solid satisfaction that can be relied upon with the singles. For real useiulness we recommend the following 
selections of uniform height and habit, broad petallcd, and decisive colours. They flower early, last well, and 
are off the ground in convenient time for summer bedding. The seeds may be sown from April to August in 
a partially shaded but airy place. If sown on poor firm soil plants of stubtjy growth and hardy nature will be 
produced whilst those sown later in rich ground are often killed in winter. All may be transplanted to 
blooming quarters from August to November, according to circumstances.

I'i^e occasionally hear of charges being made by the Railway Companies^ notwith- 
sianding that our address label bears the imprint in Red letters “ Carriage PaidR 
In cases where a Charge for the Railway Car.ia't is made^ notwithstanding that the 
Package is labelled^* Carriage Paidf Purchasers should on no account pay the demand, 
but refer the Carriers to us. Charges for delivery from Stations [if any) must be 
borne by the Consignee. 

Glass and other Goods liable to breakage are sent out securely packed, but 
beyond that we cannot be resjDonsible for damage in transit. Notice of damage 
should be at once made to, and compensation claimed from, the Carriers.
